It is instructive to observe that prices 
are falling chiefly in those industries where 
the exorbitant charges have been most 
marked, but general trade conditions ars 
well maintained. This is shown by the 
June bank clearings, which run ahead or 
those a year ago. 

Even in the building line there ie now a 
disposition to postpore new crections an- 
improvements until prices come down, al- 
though the fact that the greetest activity 
is in theater building aad such luxuries is 
dubious evidence. : 

While tight money and restricted bank 
credits may create some hardship, they aro 
also useful aids to public economy at this 
time and are alding considefably im briug- 


ing down prices. Credit is frequéntly con- 


fused with capital, but, as the National City 
Bank of New York points out in its bulie- 
tin, credit Is the purchasing power, but is 
intangible and you cannot make things with 
it, while capital is tangible—such as lands, 
buildings, machinery and materials. Credit 
gives mobility to capital, but when it comes 
to actual production nothing can be done 
without capital and labor. It follows, there. 
fore, that when credit is tInvreased faster 
than the supply of labor and capital prices 
must be, f upward.
